Collis Mayflower, mayor of Blythe for four years and 
member of the city council there for nine years, is the new 
supervisor from the Fourth county district. 
He was appointed Friday night by Gov. Earl Warren 
ending a period of more than two months during which 
the district was without representation on the board of 
supervisors. 
M ayflower 
is

first supervisor from the eastern 
en d of the county. 


MAYFLOWER w ill s u c c e e d 
.Tames I. Easley who resigned in 
Ju ly and whose ill h ealth prac­ 
tically left the Fourth district 
w ithout representation since last 
spring. 
The new supervisor received a 
telegram from Gov. W arren's of­ 
fice Friday afternoon at Blythe, 
asking him if he would accept 
th e post if appointed. 
M ayflower sent an affirm ative 
reply at once. O fficial confirm a­ 
tio n cam e several hours later. 


THE NEW SUPERVISOR w as 
m ayor of Blythe from 1940 to 
1944 and a city councilm an at 
Blythe for nine years. T his will 
be 
his 
first 
experience 
w ith 
county governm ent. A lthough all 
d e ta ils have not been received, 
jt is believed certain th at the 
appointm ent w ill fill E asley’s 
unexpired 
term . 
Easley 
w as 
elected last fall and his term 
ru n s out Jan u ary 1, 1950. 
T hat w ould m ake M ayflower 
a candidate at the elections next 
fa ll if he desires to succeed h im ­ 
self. 


TWO NAMES w ere endorsed 
at. a caucus here last July for 
th e office, th a t of M ayflow er and 
R ichard B lackburn of Therm al. 
T he nam es were subm itted to 
Gov. W arren after two represen­ 
tativ es of each com m unity m et 
here to select candidates suitable 
to all in the district. Since th at 
caucus several other independent 


candidates were injected into the 
cam paign. 
The governor, however, m ade 
his selection from the two nam es 
sent him by the caucus. 
M ayflower 
m ade 
no 
active 
cam paign for the endorsem ent 
and did not know he was being 
backed for the post until two 
hours before the caucus here. 


IN HIS FIRST statem ent after 
appointm ent M ayflower said he 
did not know all about the prob­ 
lems of the board and "will do 
a little listening for a while and 
rely on my best Judgm ent." 
"IT work for the best interests 
of the Fourth district and the 
entire county as a whole,” he 
said. 
He is well acquainted w ith 
the com m unities of tffe desert 
and the San Gorgonio Pass area, 
he added. 


NATIVE OF ARIZONA, M ay­ 
flower cam e to Blythe first in 
1933. He is a veteran of World 
W ar I, a m em ber of the A m eri­ 
can Legion and M asonic order, 
w as active in World War II ci­ 
vilian leadership, a draft regis­ 
tration 
officer, 
and 
a form er 
m em ber of the county grand 
jury. He is registered as a re ­ 
publican. 
C hairm an Floyd Gilmore said, 
on hearing of Ihe appointm ent: 
“I'm glad to welcome M ay­ 
flower as a m em ber of the board. 
I feel th at the appointm ent, com ­ 
ing from th at end of the county, 
will help the Interests of the 
county as a whole. Those people 
down there are deserving of a 
supervisor.”

45 m inutes before th e boy w as 
officially 
pronounced dead 
at 
9:22 a. m. by Dr. P. A. Staley. 
According to Deputy Coroner 
Jam es Bird, the boy evidently 
unlatched a gate of the six-foot 
fence dividing the Gorham prop­ 
erty from th at containing th e 
pool, w andered to the edge and 
'fell In. 
And ironically, the fam ily had 
moved from Estrella Villa, which 
they own. specifically to keep 
the youngster aw ay from the 
pool.

BOARDS AND COMMISSIONS are just as responsible 
to the people as the city council. So what I’ve had to say 
recently about keeping the people better informed on city 
affairs'holds true for all such groups. Decisions or the 
boards and commissions are announced—but we seldom 
hear of matters under consideration. Im portant issues th at 
come before these groups are often decided without the 
benefit of obtaining public sentiment. It just doesn t seem 
to have been the custom to sound out public opinion be­ 
fore establishing policies that have a far reaching effect 
on business and property owners. 
This is not as it should be. The city council has a long- 
established policy of "informal meetings”—so have some 
of the boards and commissions. In many cases, this seems 
to be the most practical and best method of arriving at 
decisions. There is nothing particularly wrong with such 
practice in my opinion except that it encourages suspicion 
and distrust. Decisions openly arrived at satisfy the puo- 
lic. There is criticism just the same but is based on the 
issues involved rather than on distrust.

Need Change 


(Under the heading: "Why 
the Map of Our County Dis­ 
tricts Looks So Peculiar," the 
Riverside 
E n t e r p r i s e last 
Wednesday morning discussed 
the 
supervisorial 
representa­ 
tion 
system 
in an editorial 
which follows. The map re­ 
ferred to in the article is re­ 
produced at the bottom of this 
page.) 


The 
m ap 
shows 
how 
our 
county is divided into five d is­ 
tricts, each w ith a representa­ 
tive on the board of supervisors. 
These districts are supposed to 
be equal in population. If the 
1950 census indicates th at some 
have grown m ore rapidly .than 
others, a p r o m p t adjustm ent 
should be m ade. 
But we need more th an an a d ­ 
justm ent of boundaries to eq u al­ 
ize population; we need a com ­ 
plete revision. 
The present districts were laid 
out by men w ho felt it w as d e­ 
sirable to include portions of 
the city of Riverside in as m any 
districts as possible. This has 
m ade it possible for Riverside to 
get too m uch representation. 
The city h as about one third 
of the county’s population 150,­ 
000 out of 150.000; but sixty per 
cent of the Supervisors *3 out 
of 51 live in Riverside. And since 
four districts include a portion 
of the city, Riverside could have 
four out of five supervisors. 
And by the sam e token. River­ 
side could have no supervisors. 
Each of the four districts into 
which Riverside is divided could 
elect an out-of-city m an. This, 
too. would be unfair. 
W ith one th ird of the county’s

than two supervisorial districts. 
Such a reapportionm ent would 
not only prevent excessive or in ­ 
adequate representation for Riv­ 
erside, it w ould be in line w ith 
state law and should result in 
better representation. 
The present state law—it w as 
changed a few years ago—pro­ 
vides th at districts "shall be as 
nearly equal in population as 
m ay be,” but th at in creating 
them the board m ay consider 
“ (a) topography, (b) geography, 
fc) cohesiveness, contiguity, in ­ 
tegrity and com pactness of te r­ 
ritory, and 
id) 
com m unity of 
interests of th e districts.” 
This typically-redundant sta te ­ 
m ent indicates th at the legisla­ 
ture w ants supervisorial districts 
to have a u n ity of geography 
and interest. 
O ur districts don't have this 
unity: and so long as Riverside 
is included in four districts they 
w on’t have it. If the districts 
were redraw n, tw o of them could 
be prim arily u rb an district, one 
prim arily a desert district, and 
two 
prim arily 
rural 
districts. 
This would re su lt in a greater 
"com m unity of interests,” and 
it should give a supervisor an 
easier task of representation. 
It probably w ould be unw ise 
to attem pt 
an y change until 
after the 1950 census, since the 
results of th e census should be 
taken into account. 
And since th is reform would 
affect the political futures of the 
supervisors w ho m iist m ake it, 
it’s likely to be delayed much 
longer. But it w ill come; event­ 
ually we will spread our super­ 
visors more evenly and fairly 
across the county.

UNEOUALLY DIVIDED—The above m ap of Riverside county’s 
supervisorial districts reveals the unequal grouping and rep­ 
resentation as it exists in the county today. The San Gorgomo 
Pass and desert areas which m ake up District Four cover twice 
as m uch territory as the other four districts combined and, ac- 


cording to present estim ates, contain 30 per cent of the county's 
population. District four also pays taxes on 39 per cent of the 
county's assessed valuation. District lines are set up, as the 
map. prepared by the Riverside Enterprise shows, so that four 
of them enter the city lim its of Riverside. Redistricting has been 


proposed based on a population basis. Influenced by geo­ 
graphical, agricultural and kindred interests. With a census 
scheduled for next year, this move w ill probably be delayed 
until the latest population figures are available. A new set-up 
of supervisorial lines, it is believed, w ill result in more equal 


representation of all county areas in the county government. 
Three of the present four supervisors are residents of Riverside. 
The Fourth district was without a supervisor (or two months 
follow ing the resignation of James I. Easley; but w ill now be 
represented by Collis Mayflower of Blythe
